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THE  MORE  li/IPORTANT  RECORDS  EOR  AUGUST 

Grasshoppers  continued  to  he  the  major  entomological  feature  -in  the 
Plains  and  Rocky  Mountain  States;  Second-brood  Melanoplus  mexicanus  Sauss. 
are  appearing  generally  in  Missouri,  Nebraska,  and  the  adjoining  States. 

Egg  laying  of  the  Mormon  cricket  is  well  advanced  or  completed  in  the 
Great  Basin, 

The  Gulf  wireworm  was  found  112  miles  north  of  the  Gulf  coast  in  Miss- 
issippi during;  the  month  while  the  sugar  beet  wireworm  was  more  abundant  in 
Ventura  County,  Calif. , than  ever  before  recorded. 

A survey  indicates  that  the  white-fringed  beetle  is  lightly  infesting 
about  a.  thousand  acres  in  Jones  County,  Miss.  The  infested  area  in  Ualton 
County,  Ela. , has  been  found  to  be  somewha,t  wider  than  heretofore  Icnown. 

The  v;iriegated  cutworm  did  considerable  damage  to  tomatoes,  celery,  and 
other  truck  crops  in  Indiana  and  Michigan. 

An  outbreak  of  the  garden  webworrn  occurred  early  in  the  montb  in  eastern 
Nebraska,  principal  damage  being  done  to  alfalfa.  A very  heavy  flight  of  the 
moths  was  observed  late  in  the  month  in  Oklahoma. 

The  hessian  fly  survey  carried  on  in  the  West  Central  States  indicates 
that  the  fly  is  at  the  lowest  populo,tion  level  ever  recorded. 

Heavy  losses  of  la,te  sweet  corn  and.  tomatoes  by  the  corn  ear  worm  were 
reported  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  East  Centra.l  States, 

The  European  corn  borer  was  reported  in  destructive  numbers  in  Connecticut, 
Vermont,  and  New  Jersey  and  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia. 

A very  hea''/y  population  of  the  potato  leafhooper  v/c.g  reported  from  the 
East  Central  States,  damaging  alfalfa  and  ;ootatoes.  Infestation  on  potato 
was  so  heavy  in  Wisconsin  that  practicrilly  all  fields  were  brown  before  the 
third  week  of  the  month. 

Peak  flights  of  adult  codling  moths  were  reported  in  the  upoer  Hudson 
River  Valley  on  August  3;  in  Delaware  on  August  11;  in  Knox  Coun.ty,  Ind.  , on 
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August  21;  in  Michigan  on  August  l6;  and  in  Wisconsin  on  August  15» 

First  adult  of  the  second  brood  of  plum  curculio  appeared  in  Maine  on 
August  20,  In  Georgia  69  percent  of  the  females  started  to  deposit  eggs  by 
August  20. 

Herr>/y  infestations  of  the  grape  leafhopper  were  reported  from  northern 
Indiana  ojid  Ohio. 

The  vYalnut  caterpillar  wa.s  very  prevoJLent  in  southern  New  England,  Middle 
Atlantic,  and  Eo-st  Central  States,  aaid  southwestward  to  Okl.ahoma, 

■ False  chinch  bug  is  generally  prev.alent  from  Kansas  to  New  Mexico  and 
Nevada, 

Very  hea,vy  populations  of  squash  bugs  were  reported  to  be  seriously 
damaging  many  cucurbitaceous  plants  in  New  York,  Virginia,  Iowa,  Missouri, 
Nebraska,  and  Utah, 

A rapid  increase  of  boll  weevil  was  reported  in  the  South  Atlantic  States 
and  in  southeastern  Texas;  however,  the  season  is  well  advanced  and  much  cotton 
already  mo.dc. 

The  cotton  leaf  vrorm  has  been  reported  more  abundant  in  Florida  thoji  at 
any  time  since  I912.  The  insect  w,as  generally  reported  in  sm<all  numbers  over 
the  greater  part  of  the  Cotton  Bolt. 

Cr'tton  flea  hopper  injury  was  in  general,  very  low  throughout  the  Cotton 

Belt. 

■ Hea^/y  losses  of  cotton  in  the  Imperial  Valley,  caused  by  the  outbreak  of 
the  cotton  leaf  perforator,  occurred  during  the  first  3 weeks  i-n  August.'  The 
insect  was  also  reported  from  Arizona. 

Fall  webwnrm  outbreaks,  in  som.e  cases  of  considerable  intensity  were  re- 
ported from  the  North  Central,  Middle  Atlantic,  South  Atlfintic,  East  Central 
and  Gulf  States. 

Elms  in  the  New  England  States  were  seriously  browned  by  the  elm  lacebug. 
This  insect  was  also  reported  as  damaging  elms  in  Florida. 

Thouso.nds  of  acres  of  forest  in  Maine  have  been  defoliated  by  the  European 
spruce  sawfly, 

A detailed  report  on  screw, 70 rm  infestation  will  be  found  in  this  mimber  of 
the  Survey  Bulletin, 

An  unusually  severe  infesto.tion  of  stableflies  is  reported  from' the  North 
Central  States. 

Brain  fever  of  horses j transmitted  by  mosquitoes,  has  become  so  serious  in 
the  North  Centr.al  States  as  to  glut  the  market  with  dead  animals  rat  rendering 
plants. 
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GENERAL  REEDERS 
Grasshoppers  (Acrididae) 

Indiana.  J.  J.  Davis  (August  23) J During  the  past  month  reports  of  damage, 
mostly  to  garden  crops,  were  received  from  many  different  localities* 

In  many,  sections  grasshoppers  have  heen  and  continue  to  he  very  abun- 
dant in  grassy  and  weedy  areas  \7ith  much  less  attack  and  injury  to  crops 
than  their  numbers  would  load  one  to  anticipate.  Apparently  this  con- 
dition is  duo  to  the  continued  succulent  vegetation  in  the  breeding 
places,  preventing  the  need  of  migrating  to  cultivated  crops.  The 
hoppers  were  most  abundant  in  northwestern  and  northern  Indiana:  also 
in  the  central-western  region  east  to  beyond  Lafayette,  and  in  Wells 
County  in  northeastern  Indiana  where  the  hoppers  were  damaging  young 
grass  as  well  as  garden  crops. 

C.  Benton  and  W.  B.  Noble  (August  I3-2U):  Adults  abundant  in 
many  localities  of  Benton,  Tippecanoe,  Clinton,  and  Tipton  Counties. 

Some  damage  to  corn  leores  and  ears  in  occasional  fields  in  outside 
portions  next  to  fence  rows,  especially  in  Benton  County. 

Kentucky.  M.  L.  Didlake  (August  24):  Grasshoppers  of  several  species, 

among  them  Melanopliis  differentialis  Thos.  and  Dissosteira  Carolina  L.  , 
attacked  corn  a,t  Eddyville;  tobacco,  sweetpotatoes , pea,s,  and  beans  at 
Bowling  Green;  and  Lespede za  sericea  at  Water  Valley. 

Minnesota.  A.  G.  Ruggles  (August):  Grasshoppers  are  very  abundant  in  the 
southern  third  of  the  State. 

Iowa.  H.  E.  Jaques  (August):  Grasshoppers  are  from  moderately  to  very 
abundant  throughout  the  State. 

Missouri.  L.  Haseman  (August  2l):  Hoppers  continue  to  be  abundant  espe- 
cially over  most  of  the  western  and  northern  parts  of  the  State,.  The 
two-lined  peppers  (M. ' bivittatus  Say)  are  practically  gone.  M,  differ- 
ent i.aLs  is  mating  and  females  are  carrying  mature  eggs.  The  red-legged 
hopper  (M,  femur- rubrum  Deg.),  in  central  Missouri,  is  very  sconce, 
while  M.  mexiconus  Souss,  is  apponently  longely,  if  not  entirely,  in 
the  second  brood  and  in  ploxes  very  abundant,  Most  of  them  are  in  the 
second  to  fourth  instar  with  a few  adults.  Carolina  locust  (D.  conolina.) 
wo.s  never  so  o»bundant  o,s  at  the  present  time.  The  adults  are  present 
in  swonms  on  all  bare  spots  or  cultivo,tc-d  po.tches, 

Nebraska,  M.  H.  S\7enk  (August  20 ) : Grasshoppers  continue  to  be  the  mcajor 
crop  pest.  Over  15,000  tons  of  bait  materials  have  boon  used,.  Where 
the  bait  has  been  freely  and  properly  applied  the  grasshoppers  have 
been  brought  under  control  and  much  of  the  corn  crop  has  been  protected 
from  serious  damage.  The  damage  that  has  taken  place  is  spotted  and 
irregular  in  distribution,  and  mostly  in  areas  where  the  population 
was  exceedingly  heavy  or  control  measures  inad.equatc,  or  both.  In 
the  fall  of  1935  there  was  a small  and  much  locali.sed.  hatching  .-of  - 
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M,  moxicanus  in  southeastern  Nebraska;  ln,te  in  July  193^  there  wo.s  a 
much  larger  and  more  widely  distributed  hatch  of  this  species;  and  be- 
ginning the  ln.st  week  in  July  of  this  year,  and  continuing  through 
August  to  drato , there,  has  been  a large  a^nd  important  ha-tching  of  this 
.species  involving ' the  entire , State , but  much  heavier  in  the  c, astern 
-pp.rt  than  iu  the  .west.-  This  second  hatching  of  this  species,  is  playing 
a very  iraportaiat  role  in  the  Irate  se>ason  control  program..  No  seccnd 
..hatching  of  M.  bivittatus  or  M.  differential  is  has  been-  observed.  An 
interesting  phase  of  the  situation,  though  not  of  gti-^eat  economic  im- 
portance., is  the  unusual  a,bundanco  of  the  lubber  grasshopper  (Brachy- 
stola.  ma,gna  Gir.). 

Kansas.  H.  R.  Bryson  (August  2U) : Grasshoppers  are  not  causing  as  much 

injury  as  they  were  last  ycor  o.t  this  t.ime.  A trip  from  Manhattan  to 
Jev/ell  County  through  Riley,  Cla,y,  Cloud,  Mitchell,  Jc-tcII,  and  Wash- 
ington Counties  revealed  the  fact  thp-t  the  gre rater  p'-.rt  of  this  year's 
injury  could  not  be  attributed  wholly  to  the  l<arge  population  of  hoppers 
but  rather  to  the  small  amount  of  green  vegetation  on  which  to  feed. 

The  greater  part  of  the  anroago  in  these  counties  had  been  prepared  for 
wheat,  forcing  the  gra.sshoppers  to  seek  feed  elsewhere.  Pastures  like- 
wise offer  very  little  veg<-tation  for  the  hoppers.  The  greatest  injurj'’ 

^ observed  \7as  in  alfalfa  fields.  Injury  to  corn  silks  has  been  more 
prevalent  than  over  reported  before, 

Oklahoma.  P.  S.  Whitehead.  (A’lgust  20) : Grasshoppers  in  the  fields  arc  def- 
initely on  the  decline.  Presumably  owing  to  extremely  hot,  dry  weather, 
the  grasshoppers  largely  left  the  ajfa^lfa  and  cotton  fields  a,nd  -are 
present  in  weeds,  underbrush,  along  fence  rows,  and  in  draws.  M.  differ- 
ent ialis  remains  the  prodomina.ting  species. 

C,  P.  Stiles  (August  24):  Grasshoppers  continue  to  do  some  damage 
throughout  the  contr.al  and  western  part  of  the  State,  Prevailing  species 
are  M.  mexicanus , M.  difforentialis , and  M.  bivittatus. 

Utah.  C.  J.  Sorenson  (August  22):  M.  bivittatiis , M.  Packard i i Scudd.  , M. 

f e mu r - rubrum , and  M,  mexicanus  are  very  abundant  in  southwest  and  north- 
west Cache  County. 

G,  P,  ICnowlton  (August  24):  Grasshoppers  -o.re  do,maging  ripening 
tomato  fruits  in  many  Ipcolitios  of  Davis,  Box  Elder,  and  Weber  Counties 
Large  numbers  ;\rc  winged  in  all  areas  at  this  time. 

Nevada.  G,  G,  Sch'.7ois  (Augiist  25):  Gro.sshoppers  have  moved  in  from  waste 

lands  to  cultivrtod  crops  in  Douglas  County,  necessitating  control.  The 
species  involved  are  Camnulo,  pellucida  Scudd.,  M.  mexicanus , end  0 e da- 
le onotus  enijgma  Scudd. 

HORIZON  CRICKET  (Anabrus  simplex  Hald. ) 

Nebraska.  M,  H.  Swenk  (August  20):  A specimen  of  Mormon  cricket  was  sent 
in  from  Grp.nt  County,  in  west-central  Nebraska,  on  August  9»  '■''ith  the 
sto.toment  that  the  insect  is  quite  nximerous  in  that  locality. 
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Wyoraing.  Salt  Lake  TriLuno  (August  22):  There  are  hillions  of  crickets  in 
those  portions  of  the  yello\7stone  National  Park  'There  tourists  seldon 
■visit'.  . 

Nevada.  G«  G,  Schweis  (August  25):  The  egg  survey  for  Morradn  crickets  in 

Elko,  Humboldt,  Eureka,  and  Lander  Counties  has  been  completedi  • f or  the 
year  and  the  nur.ber  of  eggs  indicates  that  there  '.Till  be  a,  hea.vy  in- 
festation over  a vride  area,  next- year.  * ■

Mississippi.  K.  L.  Cockerham  (August  3):  One  adul't , Heterodcres-  laurentii 
Guer.,  was  found  August  9 t>y  J*  P.  Kislanko  at  Laurel,  Jones  County. 
This  is  a nc'T  locality  record  and  extends  the  spread  112  miles'  north 
from  the  Gulf  coast.

agriculture,!  agent,  Ventura  Cormty:  ’'Wire'.7orm  damage  in  Ventura.  County 
has  been  more  widesprc-a,d  and  severe  than  any  of  the  oldest  inhabitants 
can  recollect.  Farm.s  ’.rhich  have  never  been  previously  infested  show 
a surprisingly  heavy  damage  this  year.”

E»  N.  Cory  (August  6):  May  beetles  are  severely  in;jurious.  in 
Queen  Annes,  Talbot,  cand  Saint  Marys  Counties. 

GREEN  JUNE  BEETLE  (Cot inis  nitida  L. ) . ■ 

Georgia.  0.  I.  Snapp  (Augrst  l):  The  green  June  beetle  is  unusually  abun- 
dant at  Port  Valley,  central  Georgia,  feeding  on  ripe  pca.ohes.  Many 
fruits  '.Tero  ruined. 

T.  L.  Bissell  (Ai'gust  S) : Green  June  beetles  have  been  swanming 
in  abundance  for  the  last  2 days  -at  Griffin.  They  evidently  emerged 
. ...  n<ft'er  showers  on  August. 7 > which  hc.d  follo’wed  a; dry  period.-  Beetles 
' fly  over  grass  'and  up.  into  trees  on  long  as  the  sun  shines,  I have 
never  before  seen- such  a flight  of  this  species,'  Individual  beetles 
have  been  out  some  weeks.  ■

What  was  apparently  the  varie- 
gated cutworm  was  reported  eating  into  the  heads. of  cabbage  August  10  at 
Borne. 

Michigan.  R.  Hutson  (Awjnst'17)i  The  ■ varicrp.ted  cutworm  attacked  celery  in 

the  vicinity  of  Irnlay  City  during' tho  first  week  of  August,  The  infesta- 
tion embraced  practically  the  entire  celery-growing  district  in  that 
vicinity,  but  the  cutworm  did  not  occur  in  other  celery-growing  districts. 

Nebraskp.,  M,  H,  Swenk  (Au^pist  20);  A Gage  County  correspondent  reported  the 
ye llo’j- striped  o.riayworm  to  . be  present  on  his  flowers  on  Jvily  26,

STABLEELY  (Stomox^as  calcitr.ans  L.') 

Genaral.  F.  C.  Bishppp  (September  2):  A ro.ther  severe  outbrcalc  of  stableflies 
- beginning  about  the  .middle  of  July  has  continued  to  cause  considerable 
■losses  to  .farmers  and  stockraisers  in  the  North  Central"  St-ates.  In  the 
.grazing  area  of  southern  Ko.nsas  c.attle  were ' reported  to  ho.ve  suffered  an 
average  loss  in  weight  of' 5.0' .par  h-ea'd' on  account  of  the  pest.  Recent 
reports  from  Iowa  indicate  that  the  outbreak  is  beginning  ’to  subside  in 
th.at  State. 

Iowa.  S.  71,  Simmons  (June  28  to  July  I3):  In  a survey  of  37  forms  in  the 

vicinity  of  Ames  the  stablefly  was  the  worst  of  all  insect  jjests  of  horses. 
Cf  the  101  ani.mals  examined  I9  were  mules.  It  w'as  the  opinion  of  their 
owners,,  in  all  instances  except  one,  that  stablefl.ies  were  worse  on  mules 
than  on  horses.  Cne  farmer  owning  'both  niu.les  and  ho'rses  sdid  that  he  had 
not  been  able  to  use  his  rnul'es  on  sever.al  occasions  due  to  the  abundance 
of  stableflies.  Examinokion  revealed  the  preference  of  sto.bleflies  for 
mules.  It  is  estimated  that  .o.bout  SO  percent  of  the  farmers  regul.arly 
use  nets  on  their  work  animals  n.s  protection  against  the  sto.blefly.  In 
quite  a few  instances  farmers  sprayed  their  animals  throe  or  four  times 
daily.  Some  farmers  carried  si^rays  with  them. 

Missouri.  L.  Haseman  (August  2l):  Stableflies  ho.ve  been  less  abundant  and 
vicious  than  during  July. 

Kansas.  H.  B.  Bryson  (Augu.st  24):  Biting  flics  are  causing  much  .annoy.ancc  to 
livestock  in  many  sections  of  the  State. 
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MOSquiTOES  (Culicinac) . ^ . 

United  St.ntes,  E.  C.  Bishopp  (August):  Brain  fever,  or  oncephaloinyelitis , of 
horses  has  appeared  in  serious  epizootic  proportions  in  the  North  Central 
, Sto.tGS,‘  especially  in  Minnesota',  ■ South  Daleota,  Nebraska,  aiod- I -ua.  Heavy 
death  losses  are  reported.  Rendering  plants  are  unable  to  handle  the 
dead  animals  and  the  farmers  a,re  seriously  handicapped.  The  disease  is 
also  present  in  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Utah,  Texas,  Virginia,  and  Maryland, 

• and  probably  other  Strates  are  involved.  It.  is  important  that  all  informa- 
tion possible  on  the  relative 'abundance  and  distribution  of  venious  mos- 
quitoes and  biting  flies  bo  go.thorcd  throughout  the  affected  areas. 

Georgia.  J.  B.  Hull(July)';  . Incf eased  rainfall  during  July  has  apparently  in- 
creased the  abundonce  and  annoynjice  of  the  salt  mahsh  mosquitoes  Aodea 
sollicitans  Wtilk.'  and  A.  t ae n i o rhy n chu s Wied.  - \7ith' the  former  the  most 
troublesome. 

Washington.  H,  K.  Stage  (July);  Aodes  al.oioonotum  Dyar  end  A.  cine  reus  Moig, 
Tvere  investigated  o.bout’take  Tapps,  Pierce  County. 

Utah.  G,  P.  Knoulton  (August  12):  Mosquitoes  are  very  abundant  in  the  Delta 
area,  in  which  an  outbreak  of  equine  enceph.alonyelitis  is  now  occurring. 

Oregon.  H.  H.  Stag:e  (July  l6):  A severe  epidemic  of  the  mosquito  Culex 

tar  sal  is  Coq.  wa.s  reported  from  Lebanon.  This  species  is  seldom  numerous 
enough  to  . constitute  a pest.  A.  vex;xns  Meig.  and  A.  .aldrichi.  Dyar  and  Knab 
are  not  abundant  in  the  Portland  carea.  In  fact,  samples  taken  at  various 
points  in  Multnomah  County  give  but  10  to  30  percent  of 'the  numbers  taken 
in  1936.  A.  v.oxa.ns , which  has  been  severe  heretofore  in  and  a,bout  Hood 
River,  has  been  of  no  consequence  this  season.  The  so-called  snow  or 
mountain  species,  A.  coiimiuni s Deg.,  A.  hexodontus  Dyar,  and  A,  aboriginis 
Dyar,  loavo  been  reported  as  extremely  annoying  in  several,  isolated  dis- 
tricts throughout  the  Cascade  Mountains. 

HOUSEHOLD  AND  STORED-PRODUCTS  INSECTS 

CRICKETS  (GnyUus  spy.) 

Virginia.  H.  G»  Walker  and  L.  D.  Anderson  (August  28):  Q;aito  a ni.imber  of 

home  owners  in  Norfolk  ha\"e  c.nlled,  stating  that  crickets  were  very  abun- 
dant in  their  homes  and  were  eating  their  clothing, 

Wisconsin.  C.  L.  Fluke  (August  23):  A small  brovm  cricket  rejported  from  cities 
in  western  counties  is  particularly  troublesome  in  front  of  stores, 
gathering;  on  the  doors  and  windows  and  entering  the  stores. 

Minnesota.  K,  A.  Kirlqe.atrick  (Aug:ust  2^) : Field  crickets  are  unusually  abun- 
dant . 

Nebraska.  M.  H.  Swonk  (Aug;ust  20) : Many  complaints  of  annoyance  in  and  arcund 
houses  by  the  field  cricket  have  boon  received  during  the  month  of  August, 
coning  chiefly  from  Lancaster  and  Gnrge  Counties,  west  to  Hanlon  County. 
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A report  from  Garden  County  on  Au{nist  11  stated  that  they  wore  attacking 
tomatoes  in  that  locality, 

Kansas.  H,  R.  Bryson  (Autpist  24):  Field  crickets  continue  to  annoy  occupants 
of  houses  in  both  the  city  ajid  the  country.  In  some  instances  they  have 
caused  considerable  damage  to  household  furnishings.  Reports. have  come  in 
from  Jewell,  Riley,  Lincoln,  Saline,  and  Cloud  Counties,  and  from  the  towns 
of  Ivhllinville , Dodge  City,  Lindsborg,  Nickerson,  and  Peabody. 

ANTS  (Pormicidae) 

Nebraska.  M.  H,  Swenk  (August  20) : Ants  ^7cre  reported  to  be  infesting  flower 
beds  in  Douglas  County  on  July  26,  and  on  July  27  a Grant  County  corre- 
sj^ondent  sto.ted  that  they  were  proving  troublesome  in  la’ms  and  in  trees 
in  tluat  locality.  Monomorium  phanaonis  L,  was  complcained  of  as  bothering 
in  a house  a.nd  cave  in  Maxlison  County  on  August  17 • 

Mississippi.  C.  Lyle  (Au<i;ust  24):  Corr/Dlaints  of  Argentine  ants  ( Iridomyrmex 

humilis  Mayr)  have  been  received  from  Jackson,  Durant,  West,  aaid  Kosciusko. 

DARK  MEALWORM  (Tonebrio  ob scums  F. ) 

Kansas.  R.  T.  Cotton  (July):  An  unusual  case  of  injury  was  recently  investi- 
gated. The  worms,  breeding  in  large  numbers  in  waste  meal  that  had  fallen 
to  the  ground  under  a warehouse,  were  migro-ting  up  the  walls  of  the  ware- 
house through  cracks  in  the  floor  and  collecting  in  the  ears  of  burlap  bags 
of  feed.  They  were  not  damaging  the  feed,  but  the  presence  of  ^0  or  60 
worms  in  each  ear  of  the  bags  rendered  them  unattractive  to  'orospective 
purclnasers  o,nd  spoiled  the  sale  of  o.  considernhle  quantity  of  feed.

E,  M.  Livingstone  (August  IS):  Warehouses  in  Richmond  in  which  no 
control  measures  are  employedL  atipear  to  h-ive  the  heaviest  infestation  of 
the  cigarette  beetle  since  1933*  tobaccos  brought  in  from  oo,stern 

North  C.arolina  are  heavily  infested.. 

Nebraska.  M.  H.  Swenk  (August  20):  A Cuming  County  correspondtcnt  reported  that 
the  cigarette  beetle  was  infesting  a mohair  davennort  in  tho,t  county  on 
Aug-ust  16,  and  a,  Lancaster  Countj’’  correspondent  made  a similar  report  on 
All  (gust  20.
